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The present claims are allowable over the closest reference: Cook (US 5 708 098) and 
Thayer (US 4 725 658). 

Cook does not teach or fairly suggest a) the specific X group recited in Claims 2-8 and b) 
the Oy 2 SiR l 2 -R 2 -COOR 3 unit in Claim 18-21. 

Thayer (US 4 725 658) discloses a polysiloxane having carboxylic ester groups such as 
col. 4, lines 55-66 and col. 7, lines 1-14. However, Thayer does not teach or fairly suggest a 
polysiloxane having Si0 4 /2 units.
